Springfield, Dec. 28.— When the 
special session of the legislature re- 
convenes on Jan. 3 indications are 
that the senate will refuse 'to pass 
the house liquor bill because of the 
108 amendments made In the senate. 
The house will then, more than like- 
ly, pass the Sol Handy bill for liquor 
control. This will Is exactly like the 
Quebec liauor-commlsslon law. under 
which only beer can bo sold In tav- 
erns, beer and wine In ^restaurants, 
and "hard liquor" only In state liquor 
stores and then only In limited quan- 
tities to be drunk In private. 

It will be a miracle if Illinois gets 
any sort of a liquor law before July 
1, In the opinion of veteran legisla- 
tors. In the meantime anybody can 
sell all the liquor they want by tak- 
ing out a $20 federal license, except 
saloonkeepers who have taken out 
aUte beer licenses. The Horner-beer 
control law provides that any state 
beer license holder shall he fined and 
imprisoned for selling any beverage 
containing more than 3.2 per cent of 
acholic content This, however, 
does not apply to any nonholder of a 
state beer license. 

As the senate adjourned last week 
charges were openly made that Gov, 
Horner had taken advantage of the 
innocence of Mayor Kelly of Chicago. 
It seems that they met the previous 
Sunday In the executive mansion— 
two good membera of the Chicago 
Tammany machine — to decide what 
would ho best for the people of the 
state. Kelly wanted dictatorial con- 
trol over the 10,000 Chicago saloons 
for political purposes. 

Kelly had the most .witnesses pres- 
ent, which Is always important. The 
•"boys" from Chicago also knew how 
to please the governor. When the 
meeting broke up It was announced 
that It had been' agreed that the state 
was to be allowed to get several mil- 
lions of dollars a year In taxes and 
that Kelly could run the Chicago sa- 
loons: without Interference from the 
state.' Kelly, the Irishman, had got- 
ten the power and Homer the money. 
Al least it was so announced. 

DeWltt Billman, of the leglsUtlve 
reference bureau;' was- present, how- 
ever, fat- the. conference as a Horner 
wltneiis. He drew up the amend- 
menta to the liquor control bill as 
agreed upon. They went Into the 
aenate. Then It was 'discovered that 
Kelly was not to get absolute con- 
trol over Chicago saloons. The pro- 
vision for a state appeal board. was 
still In the bin.

Abolition of the property lax for 
stato purposes was announced at 
Springfield yesterday by the loijy 
board, composed of Governor Homor, 
State Auditor Edward J. Darrett, and 
Treasurer John C. Martin. v 

Tho step was taken after tho courts 
had upheld the validity of tho two 
per cent tax on retail sales, which 
with some help Iromi liquor taxation^ 
is expected to replace the 35 miUIoii 
dollars levied annually In recent 
years on general property. 

The decision affects state taxes 
only, which in 1932 was GO cents on 
the $100 valuation. 

Higher Rate Averted 
Were it not for availability of tho 
sales tax as a substitute, the state 
levy for 1933 would, have been be- 
tween 70 cents and %l, due to the fact 
that general property valuations have 
dropped from seven tliousand million 
dollars to around five thousand flva 
hundred million doilara. 

Saves Property Owners 8% 
1110 estimated reduction In all 
property taxes for Lake county, 
through the elimination of the state* 
tax will "he about 8 per cent under, 
the 1932 taxes, according to flgurefc- - 
announced at iSprlngfield yesterday. 
Several counties will effect a saving 
of 7 per- cent to property owners, 
while Monroe county heads the Hat aa . 
being most benefited by a saving of 
19 per cent. 

While this tax burden la lifted 
from the shoulders of property own- 
ers and Is proudly referred to as a 
saving to them by the admlnlstra- , 
tlon, the burden must fall elsewhere, 
students of..tho..commonweulth*s-^fln- . 
ances declare. Those who found It 
necessary to make purchases during 
August. September and October made 
a sales tax contribution to the state , 
In excess of eight million dollars, 
records disclose. Some have estimat- 
ed that the sales tax will produce 
about $40,000,000 annually for the 
state. If so,' the Horner administra- 
tion should not have much trouble 
carrying on the functions of govern- 
ment since the previous administra- 
tion turned over to the Homer re- 
gime «13,500.000 which had been 
saved during the first 18 months of 
the bicnnlum.

Admiral Byrd'i Decision Is 

Result of Extensive 

Experimentation. 

Admiral Byrd's second South Polar 
•xp^ltlon boa been under way since 
October via Ponania- and Australia. 
The early part of 10114 will see the 
.Byrd ships, the sailing vessel, "Bear" 
nnd the S. 8. "Jacob lluppert," worm- 
ing their way through the .Ice pack 
tliot hems in the Hosa Sea. Then they 
will sail across to the Bay of Whales 
and estalilish their bose for the thor- 
ougb exploration of the Antarctic rto- 

waln. 

Most Important of all the supplies 
that have been shipped in the holds of 
tiiese two vessels are 153 carefully se- 
lected dogs, real huskies of the North- 
land, These dogs represent the one 
dependable means of trarisportatlou 
after the Byrd expedition has estab- 
lished lis base. Upon these dogs will 
depend In a large measure the range 
of the expedition's activities. 

The task of keeping these dogs Jn 
top condition is a major concern. "A 
well dog la a well-fed dog." so along 
with the dogs are being transported 
100,000 pounds of Dog Chow, a con 



lor contracted tlO.uOO' pounds of the reg- 
tiliir brand of Purina Dog Chow ,for 
his hUHkles and had 40.000 pounds of 
the regular brand particularly forti- 
fied with fats for the feeding during 
the colder sennons of the two-year trip. 
Cold at the South pole means M) de- 
grees below F. During the season when 
the sun does not appear for as much 
ai four montlis, temperatures of 70 
degreoH below F. are not uncommon.

The dogs, however, will transport 
men and suppllea to the bases tliat 
umat be established and make the 
dauhes Into the unexplored regions. 
Upon their lieatth will depend the lives 
of the men who are working with the 
most advanced sclentlflc Instruments 
to give to the world new facts and 
diau about the mysteries of Antarctica.

These recipes, particularly the one 
for candled cranberries, are different, 
and of a variety to appeal to graduat- 
ed degrees of sweet tooth. 

Candled Cranberrlea 
1 cup bright red cranberries 
1 cup sugar 
*1. cup. water 

Wash nnd dry cranberries and 
prick each several places with a 
needle. Boll sugar and water to 230 
degrees F or to the stage where It 
will spin a thread. Cook cranborries 
gently In syrup until syrup reaches 
liard crack stage, nemove berries to 
wax paper. Cool and dry. Roll In 
granulated sugar. 

Cocoanut Bart 

1 tablespoon butter 

2 cups sugar 
% cup milk 

}A teaspoon almond Havering 

^ teaspoon vanilla 

% cup shredded cocoanut 

Melt butter, add sugar and milk, 
bring to boiling point. Do not etlr 
while cooking. Cook to soft ball 
stage, 240 degrees P. Cool, beat 
well, add cocoanut and flavoring. 
Put In shallow pan. Cut when bold 
Into bars 1x2'^ Inches, Makes two 
dozen bars. 

Fondant 

2 cups sugar 

2/3 cup water 

y^ teaspoon cream of tartar. 

Put sugar and water In saucepan, 
place over low Are, stir constantly 
until sugar has dissolved. Keep sides 
of saucepan free from grains of sugar 
by brushing with cloth or brush 
dipped In cold water. Add cream of 
tartar, cover ami allow to boll three 
mlniitos. Then uncover andboil rap- 
Idly to the soft ball stage, 210 de- 
grees F. Pour onto platter or mar- 
ble slab that has been rinsed with 
cold water. Allow to cool undisturb- 
ed. When cold work from edges to- 
ward center with a spatula.

Melt one cake dipping chocolate 
over hot water (not belling). Put 
marshmallows on small wooden pick 
and dip In chocolate until thoroughly 
coated. Place on wax paper to dry.

'The feed that goes Into the hen 
largely determines the quality of the 
egg produced. Every poultry raiser 
knows this and If you are on good 
enough terms with him he will demon- 
strate to you why certain feeds pro- 
duce deep colored yolks and others 
light colored yolks. At the same time 
he will admit that It Is hard to con- 
trol, tlie exact shnde of the yolks the 
year around. 

■ Feed mnnufacturers have long ago 
discovered that tlie success of a poul- 
trymnn depends upon pleasing his mar- 
ket, so they have tried to provide a 
feed mixture which will produce the 
kind of eggs that will bring poultry- 
men top prices, . The problem of shad- 
ing the yolk Is only one part of the 
secret. 

More difllcult Is the selection of 
feeds thatwill produce the Ideal white 
for each egg. Thin watery whites are 
not Idonl. The white must be thick 
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and firm and stay close to the yolk In 
the poaching pan or on the straight 
"up" orders.

Springfield, 111., (Special)— J»rop- 
orty rights of Illinois motoHstfl will 
ho carefully protected liy the long 
arm of the law, from the moment 
they acquire one of tho new 1034 au- 
tomobile licenses. 

Secretary of State Edward J. 
Hughes has mode this clear In the 
rogulatlons he has Just Issued for all 
Ihoso who apply for Uconses. Only 
those proving legal ownership will ho 
granted an autoninhlle license, and 
with It tho Secretary will Issuo n 
certificate of title, which must be en' 
domed and passed on to tho now 
owner when tho car Is sold. 

« Every motorist's Wncrshlp of the' 
car ho drives will bo based on his 
possession of a certlflcato of title. 
Automobile thieves will find Illinois 
nn unprofitable field for their actlvl* 
tics. Secretary Hughes predicted. 

Regulations provide that owners of 
vehicles now registered In Illinois 
may prove ownership of their cars hy 
merely referring to their present 
■registration. To obtain a ccrtfficnto 
of title tho nnmo of the person from 
whom the car was purchased should 
be given as Indicated on the applica- 
tion form, together with the date of 
purchase, description of car, model, 
factory and motor numbers. 

To prove legal ownership, the own- 
er of a now car must submit a bill 
of salo; tho buyer of a used car must 
present either n bill of sale from the 
previous owner or some other satis- 
factory proof of legal ownership. 

Cars now registered In other states 
whero anti-theft laws pertain must 
show a certificate of title from that 
state. 

Any liens or mortgagos outstanding 

against a car must W Indicated In 

the applications for certificate of 

title. 

All motor driven vehicles are cov* 



orcd by the law, Including possenger 
cars, mator trucks,- -buRses; tractorir, 
motorcycles, traction englheiir'' liiid 
"any other vehicle propelled other- 
wise than by muscular power." 

A thnrge of fifty cents In addition 
to tho regular license fee will pay for 
tho certificate of title the legislature 
provided, hut one cortlficato Is good 
for the life of tho car. or until It Is 
sold. 

After January 1, when the car Is 
' old, the seller endorses his curtin* 
cate of title over to thopurclmaor, and 
the new nwner send^ It to the Secre- 
tary nf State togetlier With his op- 
Itllcailon for a now certificate of title. 

All motor vehicle fees paid to tho 
Secretary of State go to the state 
roiid building fund, for now; roads or 
retiri:rn)ent of road bonds, hut tho 
fees for certificates of title go Into 
the general revenue fund. 

Striking at the widespread motor 
car thievery, tlietaw also Is aimed at 
traffic In second-hand accessories.
